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What Children’s Dentistry 
Means for the Future 


@ It means the difference between the 

more or less haphazard methods of 
meeting the dental situation that have ob- 
tained in the past whereby children have 
been permitted to grow up in almost total 
ignorance of the importance of the decid- 
uous teeth, and the methods that are being 
advocated today. 

It was enough in the early days in 
the minds of the laity if a child did 
not have toothache and keep the par- 
ents up nights. All they needed to 
know or cared to know was that the 
deciduous teeth were in the course 
of nature to be lost and replaced by 
another and, presumably, a_ better 
set. This concept became so im- 
planted in the lay mind that it has 
taken almost a Herculean effort on 
the part of the profession to dislodge 
it, and even now there is a large ele- 
ment among people who are sup- 
posed to be endowed with more than 
average intelligence who deliberately 
neglect the teeth of their children. 

More and more must attention be 
directed to the significance of the 
deciduous teeth as they affect the 
permanent teeth, and in fact affect 
the welfare of the child. We are 
constantly prating about prevention, 
and we are honest in our desire to 
bring about prevention, but we shall 
never succeed till we go farther back 
in life than we have been going and 
institute a different kind of campaign. 


We shall never prevent decay of the 
teeth till we educate every mother 
in the land as to the significance and 
care of the teeth of her child. It 
matters not what line of defense 
against decay is finally determined 
to be the most effective—a question 
that is not by any means definitely 
settled at this time, even with all that 
has been spoken and written on it— 
of one thing we may be certain that 
prevention can come only through 
concentration on the care of children. 

We may build the best set of teeth 
that was ever laid down by nature, 
but if certain tendencies and condi- 
tions of childhood are permitted to 
hold sway in the mouth those teeth 
will rapidly be riddled by decay. 
The presence or absence of caries is 
governed more surely by the envi- 
ronment in which the teeth are 
placed than by the character of the 
teeth themselves. This, of course, 
does not mean that it is not a dis- 
tinct advantage to a child to have a 
well formed set of teeth, and thus 
the building of the enamel and den- 
tine in the early development of the 
teeth is of great importance. Much 
is being done in the way of instruct- 
ing mothers with reference to the 
regimen that should be followed 
while the teeth are being formed in 
the jaws, and this, of course, is of 
advantage to the growing child, but 
with all of this there is still need of

knowledge that will enable a child to be well born; to come into the world 
strong and healthy; to thrive lustily and without halt during childhood; to 
be able physically and mentally to attain a sound education; to acquire good 
habits of living and avoid bad ones; to avoid psychologic abnormalities so 
that he can adjust himself to his social environment; to pass through the 
difficult period of puberty and adolescence into a sound normal maturity; 
to prevent by scientific measures, so far as we are able, the infectious dis- 


eases of childhood.

the closest supervision of the teeth 
from the moment they enter the 
mouth and are exposed to the ul- 
terior influences that may affect 
them. 

It is here that children’s dentistry 
comes into the picture, and there is 
an ever growing realization of the 
fact that the condition of the teeth 
of future generations will be gov- 
erned more by the character of den- 
tistry done for children than by any 
other single agency. By children’s 
dentistry is meant not only the tech- 
nical care that is|/ given the teeth in 
the way of filling; removal of depos-. 
its, etc., but the general supervision 
of the mouth and teeth as to instruc- 
tion in mouth hygiene, rational diet, 
and general supervision of all those 
agencies included in what we have 
been pleased to term the proper care 
of the mouth. 

Decay of the teeth is essentially a 
disease of childhood or early youth, 
and until such time as we are able 
by our superior intelligence and ap- 
plication to prevent decay entirely, 
we shall have need of the practice 
of children’s dentistry to stem the 


tide of dental disease that is attack- 
ing our youth in nearly every civil- 
ized country. 

Therefore the character of the 
service that we are rendering our 
children is of the utmost importance, 
and we stand renegade to the trust 
that was reposed in us when we as- 
sumed to qualify as professional men 
and women unless we concentrate on 
this one phase of practice. 

Children’s dentistry therefore 
means the difference between doing 
our duty and neglecting our oppor- 
tunities; between preventing trouble 
by meeting it more than halfway, 
and permitting trouble to overwhelm 
us by ignoring the manifest demands 
of the hour; between recognizing the 
signals that today are displayed for 
our benefit wherever child welfare is 
under consideration, and the stub- 
born and smug determination to ig- 
nore the handwriting on the wall. 
Children’s dentistry properly and 
faithfully performed means the sal- 
vation of the teeth of the present gen- 
eration, and the most certain and ef- 
fective welfare of generations yet un- 
born.

May first is with us again and child 
health day has been proclaimed all 
over our land. Everywhere pro- 
grams have been prepared to teach 
protection and conservation of the 
health of our children, the future cit- 
izenry, the bulwark of the nation. 

The important thing to remember 
is to correct all physical defects 
found and to help control or prevent 
dental caries, the most common de- 
fect among school children. It has 
been pointed out that as children 
grow older there is an increase in 
the percentage suffering from this 
disease, while not infectious and dis- 
abling in character to all outward ap- 
pearances, nevertheless takes its toll 
to varying degrees throughout life. 

A study at the Guggenheim Foun- 
dation dental clinic revealed the fol- 
lowing: 

(X-ray used) 
2 yrs.—34 children 
49% with carious teeth 
32% with 1 to 6 cavities 
27% with 7 to 17 cavities 
3 yrs.—151 children 
83% with carious teeth 
42% with 1 to 6 cavities 
41% with 7 to 20 cavities 
4 yrs.—361 children 
91% with carious teeth 
36% with 1 to 6 cavities 
51% with-7 to 31 cavities 

It is interesting to note the simi- 
larity in the findings of a preschool 
educational program conducted by 
the Dental Division of the Depart- 
ment of Health. I want to assure 
my readers that the work of Dr. Mc- 
Call was not known to the writer. 
It was an independent program con- 


ducted by one of the squads of den- 

tal hygienists during the past sum- 

mer. It was a coincidence when a 

committee, of which Dr. McCall and 

your writer were members, was col- 

lecting data when making a study of 

another phase of dentistry in public 

health. The results ascertained 

were: 

2 yrs.—46 children 48% with cari- 
ous teeth 

3 yrs.—86 children 85% with cari- 
ous teeth 

4 yrs.—79 children 93% with cari- 
ous teeth 

5 yrs—27 children 93% with cari- 
ous teeth 

(No. 17 explorers and plane mirror 

after prophylaxis) 

While the number of patients is 
limited in both groups yet the sim- 
ilarity is striking and shows that 
dental care should be instituted as 
early as two years of age. 

May first is here and let it not pass 
by. Enroll your neighbor in this 
humanitarian service. Dental care 
at this early age will reduce dental 
troubles (at school age) about 50 
per cent and by far the most inter- 
esting phase to your patient is the 
50 per cent reduction in the cost. It 
will continue to be relatively small 
if you continue your educational 
service along the lines of present 
knowledge of diet and nutrition and 
you introduce the proper method of 
home care and tooth brushing.

Do you approve of root canal therapy for deciduous teeth? What are your 


Directed by the Michigan Society for the Promotion of Dentistry for Children 


For many years now the advisibility of 
root canal therapy has beena hotly debated 
issue. It is obvious, of course, that the com- 

lete airing this matter has received on the 
noes of dental opinion should long ago 
have settled the question, were it not for 
the somewhat dubious propensity so com- 
mon in medical circles to be either com- 
pletely pro or entirely con. 


That the problem is not settled yet 
is apparent not only by the great 
number of answers received to our 
questionnaire on this subject, but 
also by the vigorous spirit embodied 
in these replies. As far as such ther- 
apy for children is concerned, there 
appears still to be a requirement for 
further airing. 

While fully two-thirds of the an- 
swers to the question “Do you ap- 
prove of root canal therapy for de- 
ciduous teeth?” were in the affirm- 
ative, fairness demands that it be 
pointed out that this apparent tri- 
umph of the “ayes” is only mathe- 
matical and not a moral victory. 
There were fully as many who said 
absolutely no as who said positively 
yes. The balance of those who ap- 
proved did so with exacting provi- 
sions. 

In general, the proponents of root 
canal therapy for deciduous teeth 
recommend that practice only for 
selected cases. They require a com- 
plete case history with everything 
indicating that the patient is in good 
health, and some insist that the root 
ends be closed. Most of them even 
then do not perform such treatment 
if the particular tooth has suffered 
extensive infection. After having 
filled root canals they advise a regu- 
lar check-up at three-month inter- 
vals. 


Their reason for approving root 
canal therapy provide the battle 
ground. It is believed that this 
treatment can be done economically 
and without discomfort to the child. 
They contend, further, that the pa- 
tient will be benefited by a normal 
and complete masticatory surface, 
and that the natural tooth will serve 
to prevent collapse of the dental arch 
more effectively than any artificial 
substitute inserted after extraction. 

The validity of the opinion of root 
canal therapists is challenged in the 
replies of the opponents to this treat- 
ment. 

It is their belief that the end re- 
sult of root canal therapy does not 
justify its performance. Some of 
these dentists maintain that, because 
of the shape of deciduous roots, it is 
impossible to seal them hermetically. 
Even if the roots permitted it, they 
write, it could only be done asepti- 
cally in rare instances because of the 
important difficulty of employing a 
rubber dam in the mouths of chil- 
dren. Extraction of pulp-involved 
teeth is their practice. They follow 
this with some form of prosthetic ap- 
pliance which, while imperfect, gives 
them the confidence that infection 
from tooth sources has been finally 
and completely eliminated.

A Short History of Teeth 


Teeth are the most nearly imper- 
ishable relics of the vertebrate body. 
If an animal’s teeth last until death, 
they will continue to defy the de- 
structive action of time and the ele- 
ments—sometimes for millions of 
years. After death the soft parts of 
the animal body decay rapidly. The 
bones are much tougher. But bones 
are frequently crushed into dust or 
dissolved by the action of chemicals 
in the earth. Furthermore, they are 


often and perhaps usually devoured 
by carnivorous animals for which 
they are a “bonne bouche.” But 
teeth are singularly unpalatable and 
indigestible morsels. No animal eats 
them or, if it does, manages to digest 
them. They remain as monuments 
of extinct species. This is peculiarly 
fortunate for the student of evolu- 
tion, since the teeth are not only the 
most durable, but also the most in- 
structive of bodily parts.

PEDODONTOLOGY 


By Theodore Demetrius Casto, D.DS., 


Professor of Roentgenology and 
Pedodontology 


Temple University Dental School (Phil- 
adelphia Dental College). Published 
by Temple University. 


The latest volume, a book of ques- 
tions and answers on pedodontology, 
with glossary, dedicated to the subject 
of pedodontia was prepared by the au- 
thor for use by the dental students in 
Temple University. Strictly speaking, 
it is purely a student or beginner’s book. 
Yet on the other hand there is much of 
value in it for any practicing dentist. 
As a detailed description of operative 
procedures it is decidedly wanting. 

Unfortunately, a great deal of the 
wealth of the material therein presented 
is lost to the reader by the pedantic 
style of presentation. To make my 
point clear I cite an instance where a 
text on Physics was sent by the pub- 
lisher to the professor of Physics at the 
University of Michigan, for review and 
criticism. After going carefully over 
the book he wrote: “It is unquestion- 
ably the finest and most scientific pub- 
lication in the field of Physics, yet be- 
cause of every page being completely 
filled with condensed scientific data and 
because of insufficient illustration and 
relief I question if it will be read by 
any other than teachers of the subject.” 
In other words, this critic goes on to 
explain that any book to be practical 
for teaching purposes, or that will give 
full measure from its pages to any 
reader—chapter after chapter, in its en- 
tirety—must be written in a style that 
provides occasional periods of relief 
from the scientific data. A book to be 
read and appreciated must contain 
many references, descriptive or com- 
parative, to break the monotony of its 
pages. 

The book contains the following chap- 
ters which is indicative of the important 


phases of pedodontia as it differs from 
general operative dentistry: 

Cavity preparation in deciduous teeth. 

The first permanent molar, 

The deciduous molar. 

Gum lancing for pathological erup- 
tion of teeth. 

Malocclusion or irregular teeth. 

Charts showing calcification and er- 
ruption of teeth. 

Silver reduction process. 

Roentgenograms for the juvenile pa- 
tient. 

Anesthesia for children. 

There is also a chapter on Preventive 
Dentistry and Dental Prophylaxis for 
Children, contributed by B. Elizabeth 
Beattie, associate professor of Pedodon- 
tology, Temple University School of 
Dentistry, and one entitled Nutrition 
and Its Relation to the Teeth, contrib- 
uted by Frances B. Hoag, B.S., Columbia 
University. 

All in all the book serves its purpose 
for which it was intended, a text for 
dental students and a reference for prac- 
titioners who intend to acquaint them- 
selves with problems arising in pedo- 
dontia. 


APES, MEN AND TEETH 


Read the article, by Dr. Ernest A. 
Hooton, professor of Anthropology 
at Harvard University, published in 
the January issue of Scientific 
Monthly. Dr. Hooton presents the 
teeth as playing a very important 
role in evolution and predicts the ex- 
tinction of the human race unless 
some way is found of conserving the 
teeth. This article should be espe- 
cially interesting to orthodontists.
